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| COVERNOR ASKED 


TO AID HOP 
PICKERS 


At the meeting of the Central La- 
bor Council, Monday evening, resolu- 
tions were adopted condemning the 
aetion of Marysville authorities in 
sentencing to life imprisonment Rich- 
ard Ford and Herman Suhr, who were 
arrested and tried following the 
riots in the Wheatland hop fields, 
when District Attorney Manwell of 
Yuba county was slain. 


These resolutions will be forward- 
ed to the governor immediately. The 
council donated $5 to the defense 
fund. An organizing committee, con- 
sisting of M. Shade, J. Kennedy 
and W. Creamer was appointed. 

The resolution, which will be sent 
to. the governor, is as follows: 

To the Honorable Hiram W. John- 
son, Governor of the State of 
California— 

Dear Sir: The following summary 
and resolution. is. respectfully sub- 
mitted for your consideration: 

Whereas, In the interest of com- 
mon decency, a community of work- 
ers assembled in peaceful meeting to 
devise ways and means to compel 
those who were responsible for the 
unsanitary conditions which pre- 
vailed to remedy them, were outraged 
and assaulted, by the very authorities 
who should have protected them in 
their demands. Bloodshed was pre- 
cipitated and as always the workers 
were the greatest sufferers. 

Subsequent persecutions, which 
have-no equal, even in the Jewish 
persecutions in Russia, which at in- 
tervals arouse the indignation of the 
entire worl, have been the lot of ev- 
ery participant who dared to sug- 
gest that the rights of humanity were 
paramount to the rights of property. 

The methods employed against the 
Wheatland hop pickers, by the mem- 
bers of that abominable organization 
in which the morals of a Judas are at 
&@ premium, namely, the Burns agen- 
cy, you are undoubtedly familiar with 
and deplore, as does every individual 
who retains the slightest trace of 
manhood. 

It will be impossible for any person 
who has the power to institute an in- 
vestigation of their recent crimes 
against these workers, to acquit 
themselves of complicity, until they 
have exhausted every effort possible 
to punish those guilty of Outrages to 
defenseless workers, 

The justice that would be meted to 
a sheep owner by a jury composed of 
his natural enemies, the cattle owner, 
finds its equivalent in the Justice 
measured to a migratory worker by 
a jury of individuals attached to the 
soil by ownership, when one of their 
guild is injured. 

A denial of a change of venue un- 
der such circumstances is an absolute 
prediction of a verdict of guilt. Such 
has been the atmosphere surrounding 
the hop pickers and the men selected 
from their ranks, by the Powers that 
be, in their displeasure at baffled 
profits, to be the victims in the tor- 
ture that only twentieth century civ- 
ilization could devise. 

The assertion that a Property own- 
ing jury could not be influenced by 
evidence was never more 
demonstrated than in the recent trial 
and conviction of Herman Suhr and 
Richard Ford, where a verdict in con- 
tradiction to all evidence submit- 
ted was rendered. 

The foregoing resolution must not 
be construed as an appeal for clem- 
ency, but a demand. for justice for 
these unfortunate brothers. 

So be it resolved, That we, the 
Central Labor Council of Contra Cos- 
ta county, state of California, in reg- 
ular session assembled, do hereby 
Protest against the conviction and 
sentence to life imprisonment of 
Herman Suhr and Richard (Blackie) 
Ford for the alleged murder of Dis- 
trict Attorney Manwell of Yuba coun-

Home rule in taxation got a se- 
vere jolt at the meeting of the City 
Council Monday evening. The ques- 
tion of endorsing the resolutions of 
California League of Municiplities, 
favoring the plan, was what brought 
the matter up. 

Follett went on record as opposed 
to the plan and Gerrard came’ back 
with a similar statement, asserting 
that if the method were adopted that 
the big companies like the Standard 
Oil and others would only pay a 
tax on the actual acreage they owned 
and not on improvements. 

He declared that this would elim- 
inate 60 per cent of the taxes which 
are now being paid by corpofations. 
Councilman Lane declared he fa- 
vored the plan, but a vote was taken 
and the motion carried to take no 
action on the resolutions.
